AMERICAN VALUATION 


The American Valuation clause in the Tariff Bill 


that is before congress has precipitated quite a contest 
in Washington between the importers and the large re- 
tail dealers, many of whom import direct, and the manu- 
facturers. 
Some of these large stores import article? 


from the old country in large quantities, and the rate of 
exchange is such that the articles cost them but a frac- 
tion of what they would cost in this country. In mauy 
cases the price to the consumer however is little, if any. 
reduced. In other words the consumer pays about the 
same, and American labor is not protected. 


It is believed by some that these stores are exercis- 


ing a power over the large metropolitan papers, be- 
cause of the amount of advertising which they use in 
these papers. At any rate it is quite significant that 
many of the metropolitan journals are defending their 
course. 


We do not believe that the tariff in any case should 


more than cover the difference in the cost of labor, ami 
so maintain the standard of living in America. Of course 
this difference in the cost of labor at the present time 
is greater between Germany and the United States, and 
between Austria, and France, and several other coun- 
tries, than has been true before for decades. 


The manufacturers and business interest.-- of our 


own country should undoubtedly be protected from un- 
fair-competition, but on the other hand they should not 
take advantage of the opportunity to have a hard and 
fast tariff placed upon imports, that will simply create 
a monopoly without any corresponding benefit when our 
finances and trade are finally adjusted.
